Applicant respectfully submits that the inclusion of color photographs in the utility patent 
application is necessary for the following reasons. 

1) For Figures 5, and 6, the use of color is advantageous in determining the degree of 
cotyledon expansion, since the edges of the cotyledons are best identified by contrasting their green 
color against the background (see, as an example, attached figure 6, in monochrome and color). 

2) In Figures 7 and 8, the difference in root hair density is between the eight experimental 
seedlings on the left and the four experimental seedlings on the right is best contrasted in a color 
photograph (see, as an example, attached figure 8, in monochrome and color).
